CHICAGO'S MUNICIPAL CRISIS. 
The frightful cost of the kind of government which 
Chicago has been getting is once more brought force­ 
fully to the attention of its cittern* by these devel­ 
opments . 
I.—The city and county together have borrowed 
1300,000.000 on notes to be repaid out of the proceeds 
of tax levies for 1929 and 1930. 
2 — Banks refuse to make further loan* until those 
already contracted are paid. 
3.—The city council, forced to take some action to­ 
ward retrenchment, proposes to drop 1,413 police­ 
men and 417 firemen from the municipal payroll; but 
this will cut off only $3.800 000 a year from the annual 
expenditures, whereas, it will be necessary to make a 
gross reduction of twenty or thirty times that aum. 
in order to get back upon a cash baste 
' 4—The board of education to having great diffi­ 
culty in obtaining money to keep the schools run­ 
ning. It has also done a great deal of borrowing 
against future taxes. 
If Chicago were not such a vastly rich city, Its sit­ 
uation would seem hopeless. The people must expect 
lo have tax burdens, already very heavy, substantial­ 
ly increased for a number of year* to come. There to 
no other sources from which the money can be raised 
to pay off the immense indebtedness which their pub­ 
lic officials have saddled upon them. 
Perhaps some day the voters in our great metropoli­ 
tan cities will wake up to the fact that it is very 
expensive busmen* to permit the machinery of pub­ 
lic administration to fall into the hands of machine 
politicians 
Chicago la where ti is today because its 
public revenues were squandered in almost every con­ 
ceivable way. 
It was not the legitimate needs of 
government that {riled up these deficits, but the huge 
sums {told out in fat salaries to thousands of hench­ 
men who did little or nothing to earn them, Ow 
awarding of public construction projects to favored 
contractor at extravagant prices, and other factors 
of similar character, that brought the city to its un­ 
enviable financial plight, 
In the face of all this. Chicago is undertaking a 
world's fair project for 1933. The whole country 
wishes her success with that project; but unless Chi­ 
cago doe* several hundred per cent better with it 
than she has done with her own municipal abd coun­ 
ty affairs the exposition may turn out to be some­ 
thing of a disappointment.

COMMONSENSE DRIVING. 
It has taken no traffic ordinance to revise the 
'peed of automobiles on arterial highways in Lincoln 
during the last three days. Sleet, and fog and mist 
have been responsible for a far more effective Job 
than a whole squadron of traffic officers and an air­ 
tight ordinance restricting cars to a most modest 
pace. 
There should be a lesson In It. 
Traffic regulations, lf they are to be respected and 
obeyed, must be based upon commonsense. 
Anyone 
driving a car under conditions which have prevailed 
since Monday knows It Is dangerous to attempt to 
drive rapidly over slippery paving and fog-dimmed 
streets. At the beat ckw has been able to do little 
more than crawl along, and even exercising the most 
rigid care, there have been accidents. 
The commission has before It at this time a pro­ 
posal to reduce the speed on arterial highways from 
25 to 15 miles an hour. The measure, lf it becomes 
an ordinance will not Improve traffic conditions. Ac­ 
tually it will precipitate a situation which is worse 
than the present one. Most of the time 25 miles an 
hour, if not exceeded, to Hot an excessive speed for 
arterial highway traffic. Practically all automobiles 
are equipped with brakes which permit a stop with­ 
in a very few feet. If the speed is reduced to 15 miles 
an hour, there will be periods during the day when 
it will be practically impossible to cross certain of the 
arterial streets running north and south, which car­ 
ry the huge bulk of traffic. 
It will mean a solid 
string of cars, moving slowly from the business sec­ 
tions to the residential districts, or from tile homes 
to the offices. 
What to needed In improving traffic conditions to 
not additional legslation but more rigid enforcement 
of tho*# which are now on the books. The careless 
and reckless driver should be punished and punished 
severely. A 15 year old boy can tell whether an auto­ 
ist to driving recklessly, If Mayor Love to concerned 
with traffic conditions, let him put on an organized 
campaign to W’eed out the autoist who Ignores the 
commonly recognized principles of safety. The ma­ 
yor will not arrive at airy destination by reducing 
maximum speed on the arterials from 25 to 15 miles 
an hour.

Recognition of the im­ 
portance of conservation 
of sight and of the desir­ 
ability of educational ac­ 
tivity to promote atten­ 
tion to the correction of 
impediments, led Rhode 
Island in 1911 to the en­ 
actment of a law requir­ 
ing an annual examina­ 
tion of vision and hearing 
of school children, the 
keeping of records of ex­ 
aminations, and notices to 
parents of defective sight 
as found. 
We have known of so 
many cases where defec­ 
tive vision has interfered 
with satisfactory school 
work and with the welfare 
of children that we wish 
it might be universally a 
matter of more careful at­ 
tention. We have periodi­ 
cal examinations of chil­ 
dren’s vision and our only 
wish is that even more ef­ 
fective attention could be 
given t h i s important 
matter.
